INVADERS DRIVE INLAND

vaded Iwo Pima today—one of the 
most hectic landings in the Pacif- 
ic war—and in tne first eight hours 
carved out a two and a half-mile 
beachhead under punishing Japan- 
ese countor-fire and 
penetrated 


defenses of one of the island's air- 
fields within 750 miles of Tokyo. 
The battle for Iwo loomed as 


one of the toughtst fights in the 
Pacific war as Superforts made 
heavy strikes at Tokyo and the 
Malay Peninsula; new rescue and 
atrocity 
stories came from the 


Philippines 
where 
Yanks 
were 


rooting Japanese out of Cprregi- 
dor's tunnels, and the Pacific fleet 
triumphantly announced results of 
the two-day 1,500 carrier plane raid 
on Tokyo—36 ships and 759 planes 
destroyed or damaged and four 
airplane factories crippled. 
In a surprise visit to Washing- 


ton, Adm. William F. Halsey pre- 
dicted the remnants of the Japan- 
ese fleet will not come out of hid- 
ing to participate in the current 
Pacific operations. 
Halsey, com- 


mander of the U S. Third Fleet, 
added: 
We'll Have to Dig Them Out. 
"We are going to have to dig

fire chief, stated Monday in mak- 
ing an appeal for an early spring 
clean-up to clear away fire haz- 
ards. 
• "One largo city has lost 600 men. 
Our own fire department is under- 
staffed, but the war must 
come 


first," Bivina explained. "Accord- 
ingly, it is the duty of every cltt- 
•n to safeguard his property 
by 


means of preventative measures." 


Heavy Flro Loss 


All this is reflected In a mount- 


Ing toll of destruction throughout 
the nation. The National 
Board 


of Fire Underwriters 
estimates 


1944 losses from fire were 
$423.- 


000,000 as compared to three hun- 
dred eighty million in 1943. 


"In vierw of this situation" Bivins 


continued. "It is especially Import- 
ant to take all possble steps to pre- 
vent fires." 
- He 
rerornended the 
following! 
precautions: 


Firat, act. promptly to get rid of 


the winter s accumulations of trash 
and paftrs. Rout them out of the 
attics, sellnrs, closets nnd garage— 
or wherever you find them. 


Aid In Salvage Drive.* 


Second co-operate with the sal- 
vage drives. Do more than assem- 
ble materials. Tie up all papers 
and deliver them to salvage head- 
quarters AS soon as possible. 


Third, lo^k for haazrds that may 
start spontaneous ignition 
fires. 


Many engage in winter r&pair work 
and palntir.g. If 
they postpone 


cleaning up after these jobs, there 
Is danger of spontaneous ignition 
from accumulations of paint, rags, 
oil and saturated sawdust shavings. 
Also, housewives should keep 
oil 


mops and cleaning cloths in tightly 
closed metai cans. 


Fourth, check electrical equip- 
ment and appliances now because 
they have had extra use during the 
long winter nights. Replace or re- 
pair any frayed cords. Look in the 
fuse box and make sure all fuses 
are of tho correct size (usually 15 
amperes) and that no dangerous 
substitutes have been used in re- 
placing blown fuses. Employ 
an 


electrician lor now or repair work. 


Watch Cleaning Fluid 
Fifth, in spring cleaning or any 
other cleaning, don't use gasoline, 
benzine, or naphtha as these fluids 
vaporize quickly and explode vio- 
lently when ignited by the small- 
est spark Even if a source of ig- 
nition )s no*, present the 
fumes 


may be ignited by a static spark 
developed from the action of rub- 
bing materia1 together in gasoline. 
Use a non-explosive cleaning fluid 
and be safe. 


"All who co-operate in the spring 
clean-up drive will bo aiding 
in 


the war effort," Bivins said, "be- 
cause prnventing fires saves prec- 
ious materials. All are needed to 
bring final victory nearer.

CARD IS RECEIVED 
FROM SOLDIER NOW 
PRISONER OF JAPS 


A card dated April 26, 1944 was 


received during the week-end by 
Mr. and Mfs. J. F. Gilbert, Barry 
Route 1, from their son, Sgt. Nor- 
man L. Gilbert, 24, prisoner of war 
of the Japanese. 
At that time, 


he was located in Prison Camp No. 
3 in the Philippines. This was the 
first direct word received by the 
parents from their son since he 
was captured, 
according 
to the 


father who was In Corsicana Sat- 
urday afternoon. 


Sgt. Gilbert, a former student of 


Rice High School and Waco High 
School, enlisted in the U. S. Army, 
infantry, Oct. 13, 1938, at Waco. 
He had been stationed in the Phil- 
ippines (Manila) a year before the 
Japanese attacked Pearl 
Harbor 


and the Philippines. 


The prisoner of war was wound- 


ed twice before his capture when 
the American troops capitulated at 
the fall of Correpidor and Bataan.
